The 
minting process has used the 
same terminology from 
blacksmiths; the top die is called 
the hammer and the bottom die 
is the anvil. 


Kelly said that Regency Mint creates their bullion 
from scratch. First they melt silver in a 2000+ 
degree crucible and create bars. From the bars 


they make blank rounds and determine if they are the exact weight or greater. 
Depending on the intended finish, the blanks are burnished or polished. Now 
they are ready to create the coins from the blanks.
